Who's Best... and Why? 

The Origins Awards are presented every year at the national wargaming 
convention Origins - to recognize outstanding achievements in what is now 
called "adventure gaming" . 

The Charles Roberts Awards are the older of the two sets given at 
Origins* They recognize boardgaming achievements, while role-playing and 
miniatures are covered ty the later H.G. Wells Awards. 

These awards derive their importance from the direct participation 
of hobbyists in the process - that's ANY hobbyist, including you and me. 
Our voice comes in through the nominating ballot - which for 1981 is 
printed on pages 12 and 13. 

I'm going to fill the rest of this page with my comments on several 
of the categories - often including my nominees and why. I strongly en- 
courage all of you who are involved in the hobby to cast your votes by 
March 31... the balloting deadline. This applies whether you agree with 
me or not. 

Best Role-Flaying Rules s I expect a battle royal in this category* becaus e 
so MANY sets of RPG rules came out in I960. If I had to pick a winner, 
it would be SPI's Dra&onQuest by a slim margin over Metagaming's The 
Fantasy Trip . However, I'm voting for The Morrow Project by TimeLine 
Inc. - mostly because I like its originality and its simplicity. 

Best Pro Mag covering R-F r I feel that the Dragon is finally breaking 

out of its D&D image; its coverage of the RPG field as a whole is now, 
I feel* sufficient to warrant its nomination. The only other nominee 
I'd consider is Different Worlds . HOWEVER - look for Journal of the 
Traveller * s Aid Society as a probable repeat winner. . . 

Best Pre-20th Cent. Boardgame : SPI's Em-pires of the Middle Ages and 

Avalon Hill's War and Peace come to mind here, I lean toward Empires 
because of the unusual period it covers and because fewer mistakes were 
made in producing it. Before I vote, though, I'll play West End's 
Campaigns of Napoleon , which on the surface looks worthy - and which I 
just purchased . Pinal judgment reserved . 

Best 20th Century Board game! Ac e of Aces isn't precisely a boardgarne, but 
it is THE premier adventure game of 1980, and this is the closest I 
can come to fitting it into a category* I also hold NATO. Division 
Commander (SplJ in high esteem, but Ace of Aces has to win out . T Watch 
out for fortress £uropa {Avalon Hilll in the final balloting, though.) 

Best SF/Fantasy Boardgame t The boardgaming hobby is rapidly being overrun 
by science fiction and fantasy, to the detriment of those of us who 
have put 15-20 years or more into historical gaming. At the present time, 
I do not intend to nominate in this category. . .although I do play my 
fair share of these games, I have yet to run across a I9S0 release 
clearly worthy of nomination. {Stipulated: I did enjoy Hammer of Thor 
very much, but I question whether it falls into SF/Fantasy or Pre- 
20th Century historical ... it 1 s a matter of perspective.) 

Best Initial Release of Boardgame -. Ac e of Aces - IF it was an initial 

rel ease * I believe it was » but 1 1 m not 100% certain . {And if it wasn ' t , 
I don't know what 1*11 vote for.) 

Best Pro_Mag covering Boardgarnes t Despite my above-mentioned concerns 
with the increased prevalence of SF/fantasy in boardgaming, I'm very 
impressed with Ares . The separation of SF/F from historical gaming by 
Spl has worked to the benefit of both here. Fire and Movement , of 
course, has to be considered the favorite - it*s a perennial nominee - 
but Ares deserves a shot . 

Best Amateur Mag covering the Hobby in General ! First off, I'm not going 
to nominate JIHAD - my ego isn't that huge. I do get two excellent 
amateur pubs regularly which DO qualify, though.. .the Deck of Many 
Things , house organ of the Metro Detroit Gamers, and Roy Henricks' 
gamezine Envoy , which comes closer than any other gamesine to meeting 
the "Hobby in General" part of the category description - both in terms 
of games run and topics discussed. 

Anyone who has different opinions on the above - please write. I'd 
like to hear some other viewpoints on these awards, vrtiich are all too 
often the victims of benign neglect...

Lisbon - Portugese fishermen spent another day in port today. The Russian 
fleet sitting in the Mid-Atlantic has for the last month discouraged 
and harassed them when they have attempted to put out ; the resul t being 
that the Portugese economy is in disarray. Meanwhile, colonial gov- 
ernments of both Portugal and Spain lashed out at the French government 
for failing to supply them with adequate security. In response, the 
French President pointed out that France had not even supplied herself 
with adequate security, and asked why Spain and Portugal expected to 
be treated any differently.
